London, Oct. 12. -With the con-

The French communication deals 
with the series of battles which has 
been in progress for four weeks from 
east to west in France with an ever 
extending line which now reaches 
northward from the elbow at Noyon 
to and across the Belgian border at 
A rmentieres . 

The statement says that the allies 
have held their positions everywhere 
and that German cavalry which was| 
attempting to envelope the allies' 
left wing and had seized points of 
passage on the Lys, east of Aire, was 
defeated Saturday and retired north 
east into the Armentieres district. 

Two German aeroplanes, which 
seem to choose Sundays for tneir 
visits, flew over the French capital 
Sunday. They dropped a score of 
bombs, which killed three persons 
and wounded twenty, but did no ma- 
terial damage. 

Part of the Antwerp garrison and 
2,000 of the British naval volunteers, 
who crossed into Holland and laid 
dawn their arms, have been interned 
and will have to remain there 
uutilthe end of the war. Some of 
the Germans also unwktingly cross- 
ed the frontier and were treated 
similarity. 

Of refugees there appear to be no 
end. The Hutch towns are crowded 
with people who left their homes in 
Belgium. Hollanders are finding 
difficulty ia providing for them. The I 
Germans, however, have invited the | 
refugees to return to their own coun- ' 
try, promising them fair treatment. I 
England also continues to be a 1 
place of refuge for many fugitives, 
wounded officers and men, who are 
crossing from Ostend on the regular 
steamers.

Detroit. — A plea for the 
Hon of "The Star-Spangled Banner" as 
the American anthem, without alloy, 
was made fervently by Washington 
Gardner, commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, In his 
address before the forty-eighth na- 
tional encampment of that organiza- 
tion here. 

He urged the old soldiers to Join In 
a movement to pay special honor to 
this song, and td discountenance the 
practice of playing It In me<lley with 
such "flippant and comparatively 
meaningless ditties" as "Yankee 
Doodle" and "When Johnnie Comes 
Marching Home." 

He said there was something In- 
spiring in an audience rising and 
standing uncovered at the majestic 
strains of the national anthem, but It 
was "Incongruous, bordering even on 
the ludicrous." for the band to strike 
up some other national air in medley 
with this, and to observe the audience 
resume sitting in "an Irregular, half- 
iraed manner." It were better not 
to rise at all when the national 
Is played In medley, he said. 

A recommendation that 
headquarters for the Q. A. R. be estab- 
lished In Washington was another 
point of bis address. Chicago and 
Philadelphia had been proposed, but 
he preferred the national capital, and 
thought that If possible the necessary 
space should be secured In a govern- 
ment building where the officers could 
keep closely In touch with matters be- 
fore congress which affected the 
Grand army. 

A standing committee of seven per- 
sons, with the commander-in-chief and 
adjutant general of the G. A. R. as ex- 
officio members, he also recommended 
principally for the purpose of taking 
charge of all legislation which had the 
Indorsement of the order. He said 
that such a committee would "concen- 
trate responsibility, reduce expense 
and give promise of better results." 

The present membership, in good 
standing, was reported as 171,335. 
During the year the roll wa« curtailed 
by the death of 11.187 old soldiers, 
but notwithstanding this large figure. 
It is 151 less than died during the 
preceding year.

Another great name, worthy to 
stand with those of Hannington, 
Pilkington and Mackay, has been 
added to the roll of the heroes of 
Uganda, in the death of Bishop 
Tucker, who went out in 1890 as 
bishop of Eastern Equatorial Africa 
That vast territory has since been 
divided into three dioceses, of which 
Uganda is one. Artist and. athlete 
before he decided to enter the 
church, he brought an unusual com- 
bination of qualities to his chosen 
lifework, and when, after several 
years of service in the home church, 
he offered himself for the foreign 
work he was recognized as a man of 
exceptional power. After 21 years 
of effective service he was retired 
for reasons of health in 1911, and 
since that time has been one of the 
mons of Durham (England) ca- 
thedral. One of the most dramatic 
episodes in his missionary career oc- 
curred, iq 1392, when Bishop Tucker 
had the bones of the martyr Bishop 
Hannington exhumed and given 
Christian burial outside the great 
thatched church of St. Paul on Na- 
mirembe hill, Uganda, and the slay- 
er of Bishop Hannington, King 
M'wanga, was present as a member 
of the Christian congregation.

Successful Way Found to Destroy 
Pests That Attack and Ruin 
Rose Trees. 

The latest application of electric- 
ity according to Popular" Electricity 
and If odea Mechanics, is that of 
killing the green fly by means of an 
electric spark. We read in this mag- 
azine: 

"This fly is a species found on 
rose trees and is exceedingly disas- 
trous to the flowers. Heretofore con- 
siderable difficulty has been experi- 
enced in ridding rose trees of these 
pests, but the electrical method re- 
cently devised is proving both prac- 
tical and efficient. Briefly, the fly* 
killing apparatus consists of a small 
spark coil, spark pap, hiph-fre.iuency 
transformer, switches and other ac- 
cessories. A flexible conductor con- 
veys the current from the high-fre- 
quency transformer to a brass-hall 
electrode fitted with an insulating 
handle so that it may be held with- 
out danger of shock. To use the 
apparatus the electrode is brought 
near the flies n the rose bushes. A 
spark then jumps from the electrode 
to the tree and kills the flies, the cur- 
rent passing through the tree to the 
ground without damage to the leaves 
or flowers."

WJ the ramparts of the fort 'I he in- 
tense dferkness of the night sided th1« 
aroject, bat as the party was about to 
land It was discovered \ t.-r .i. .!• 
csme from the fort, and illhough the 
Hrtilsh behaved with great valor, they 
were beaten off. two of their vessels 
were sunk and msny men were killed. 

This storming attempt was not re- 
peated, although the bombardment 
continued, not ceasing until seven 
o'clock In the morning of the four- 
teenth, after a night of Are and ter- 
ror In which l.sno shells were thrown 
Into the fort by Its assailants. But the 
attack was frustrated, and. daunted 
by their heavy losses, the stern re- 
sistance they had encountered and the 
death of their general, the British 
drew off and the fleet, with the army 
aboard, sailed away. 

It was a great victory, 
tant than It would have 
direct effect, for It 
cans cast down by a 
defeats. 

Still greater, however, was this vic- 
tory, for Its horrors were the birth 
pangs of a song which has since 
stirred Americans for a hundred years.

The summer of 1814 was not a 
bright one for the arms of the United 
States. On land It was marked by 
constant defeat, culminating In the 
burning of Washington August 23. 
But the end of that summer, never- 
theless, witnessed a glorious event, 
celebrated In deathless verse wrung 
from the heart of a burning patriot, 
who had witnessed the night bombard- 
ment of the fortress which protected 
bis native shores and kuew not until 
morning whether the brave little fort 
withstood the as 



whlch gave it the name of the "Mon- 
umental f, lt Z " 

Hut this disaster only meant a tem- 
porary check to the British. Under 
the direction of Admiral Cockburn 
and Colonel Brooke, they continued to 
advance, and In the early afternoon 
began the real battle of North Point. 
The Americans were short of ammuni- 
tion, but determinedly poured a fire of 
shot, slugs, old nails and scrap Iron 
into their foes. Fearful execution was 
done during the hour and a half of 
this fight's duration, after which Gen- 
eral Strickler fell buck in good order 
to his base, near Hampstead Hill. 
The American loss was 150 killed and 
the British 600. 

A heavy rainstorm halted further 
fighting for the day. and at night, leav- 
ing their campflres burning, the Brit- 
ish withdrew to the cover of their I 
ships, defeated In their attempt to | 
carry the defending works, and trust- ! 
ing to their fleet to reduce Fort Mc- 1 
Henry and thus give them an easier 
entrance Into the city. 

And In the meantime what of the 
fort? During the day of the battle of 
North Point It was idle, Its defenders, 
under the Intrepid Major Oeorge Arm- 
lstead. awaiting the inevitable attack. 
It cRtne the next morning. 

In order to prevent the pussage of 
the British fleet into the mouth of 
the river and thus render it able di-

hu'.ks was sunk across the river. This 
acted am an effectual barrier and the 
bonibardmeut of the ships was from 
off the mouth of the stream. 

The British ships had better offen- 
sive weapons than the fort Their 
caunou carried farther and seut a ret* 
liable rain of bombs and shot into the 
fort all that day aud the following 
night. 

Major Armlstead at first replied 
sturdily, but be found that bis can- 
non had not sufficient range to reach 
the enemy's ships.

dierpoet, wrote "The Star Spangled 
Banner." actually. If not officially, the 
national anthem. 

After the fight at Bladensburg, the 
British fleet had made its way down 
the I'otomac river aud up' Chesapeake 
bay. Landings of troops were fre- 
quent end these often burned homes 
on the countryside. During one of 
these forays an aged physician. Dr. 
William Peaces of Upper Marlbor- 
ousjji, Maryland, had arrested some 
British soldiers for wanton destruc- 
tion of his property. He w as captured 
and held a prisoner upon the prison 
ship Mlnden. 

Doctor Heanes was a close friend of 
the Key family, and to effect his re- 
lease Francis Scott Key, under a flag 
of truce, made his way to the British 
admiral. He was courteously received 
and accomplished his purpose, but 
neither he nor Doctor Beanes was al- 
lowed to land immediately, because 
Just at this time the bombardment of 
Fort McHenry had been resolved upon 
and It was feared that they might re- 
veal the British plans. 

During the terrible night of Septem- 
ber 13. in all the horrors of the bom- 
I bardment. Key and Doctor Beanes 
paced the deck of the Mlnden, fear- 
ful at every lull in the tiring that the 
j brave little fort had fallen. The fact 
I that the fort's guns could not carry to 
the hostile ships and therefore early- 
ceased firing until the ships came 
within range., lent apparent corrobora- 
tion to their fears. 

Morning broke, a fair, bright Sep- 
tember morning, aud In the soft haze 
the blushing sun revealed the great- 
flag which had been especially made 
for the fortress by Mrs. Mary Patters- 
gill of Baltimore In her home at 60 Al- 
bemarle street. In a house which still 
stands. Key's Joy was boundless. 
The words of the first stanza of his 
glorious song of freedom formed them- 
selves In his mind He and his com- 
panions were released a few hours af- 
terward, and in a small boat, on their 
way to Baltimore, the song was writ- 
ten. 

It was found to fit perfectly to a 
(hen popular English tune. "Anacreon 
in Heaven." The poem was finished 
that night— September. 14. 1814. The 
next morning It was printed, and that 
evening. September 15, It was sung 
with rejoicing In all the taverns and 
public places In Baltimore, for by that 
time the British fleet had sailed away 
and the city was safe. 

The city of Baltimore, which was 
j aved from an eneniv a century ago 
near which Francis Scott Key was 
ban In 1770, and where he died In 
1843, honored by a nation, has de 
voted a week to celebration of its de- 
liverance which culminated September 
14, a hundred years from the day of 
the birth <>t the national autlieui and 
of the sailing away, defeated, of the 
menacing fleet of the Invader.

Explorations of the •Ocean's Floor 
Made— Strange Fish Brought to 
the Surface Succumb at Oneo 



We hear much of land exploration, 
of expeditions leaving day by day to 
place man s record In some unknown 
part of the world, but little Is told of 
the exploration of the ocean bottom 
vhere the vast plains and mountain 
chains covered miles deep with water 
are being mapped and charted and are 
yielding to the upper world tho stran- 
gest creatures of nature. Yet 
work Is being carried on In 
every aea of the globe, quietly and 
persistently, although almost unknown 
•xcept to the scientific world and 
"those who go down to the sea In 
Bhlpa," says Popular Mechanics. 

For years America's place In thi 
Important operations has been held by 
the Albatross, an Iron, twl 
steamer of 1,000 tons' displacement, 
built for the fritted States fish com 
mission In 1883 aud fitted with ap- 
paratus for mar'ne work of every de- 
scription. Its equipment includes 
machines for ascertaining the depth of 
the water and character of the bot- 
tom, dredges for obtaining fish and 
other animals from the greatest 
depths, at pan tus for shallow water in- 
vestigations and a complete labora- 
tory, where specimens may be identi- 
fied and packed, and scientific studies 
carried on. 

The most Important work whlcL the 
Albatross hag done, and that for which 
It Is best equipped, is deep sea sound- 
ing and dredging. It Is by means of 
soundings patiently taken one by one 
that almost every Important sub- 
merged mountain chain and peak has 
been plotted and that we know the 
materials which cover the ocean floor. 
In the great depths the water is Just 
above tho freezing point, no matter 
what Its emperature. at the surface. 
When the Albatross, was In the Dutch 
East Indie^s and w« were working in 
a temperature of 110 Jegrees Fahren- 
heit, the men who sorted out the speci- 
mens In the bottom of the dredge net 
were dressed in the thinnest of gauze 
undershirts, but wore long mittens to 
protect their hands and arms from the 
Ice cold mud. This was a great com- 
fort, too, in that blistering heat, for a 
cool drink could be obtained in a very 
few minutes by burying a bottle In the 
mud. no matter how hot the sun which 
was blazing down upon us.

There are two styles of dredges by 
mrana of which the animals and fish 
of the great depths are captured— the 
ts which are dragged over the bot- 
tom and those trawled Just below the 
surface. The bottom dredge consists 
of a pair of heavy Iron running frames 
connected by one or two crossbars, 
twelve feet In length. Fastened to this 
frame Is a cone-shaped bag 30 feet 
long, made of heavy web, the end of 
which Is closed by a lashing. The 
dredge is hung over the starboard side 
of the ship on a long boom and by 
means of a steel cable Is slowly low- 
ered to the ocean bottom. A dial In- 
dicates the number of feet of wire 
out, and a pointer on a scale shows 
the strain, which often amounts to 
five or six tons, upon the cable. 

Is soon as the dredge has reached 
the bottom the ship steams ahead 
at about two-thirds of a mile an 
hour, dragging the net over .he ocean 
floor. It remains down for an hour or 
so, and Is then slowly lifted to the 
surface. The deepest haul which the 
Albatross has ever made was five and 
one-half miles, and It was 17 hours 
from the time the dredge was first 
lowered until it u fc aia appeared. The 
net 1b towed beside the ship for a 
few minutes, then It Is iwung on 
board, the lashings at the bottom un- 
fastened and tho contents dropped up- 
a table. The toe cold mud la 
carefully washed away and the speci- 
mens carried to the laboratory. 

It Is like opening a Christmas pack- 
age for a naturalist to watch the 
dredge come to the surface bringing 
iknown treasures from the hlddeu 
depths. Strange fish are found which 
carry incandescent lamp* far in front 
of them to light '.heir way In the inky 
blackness miles below the surface' 
others with ufausphoreaceut r ots 
along their side* which must glow like 
the porthole* of a steamer at night;

Vetch la hlnh In Protein content. Is 
a good hay. pasture, and soiling crop, 
and Its more general growth would 
aid In tho development of the live 
stock Industry and remove much of 
the existing necessity for buying hay.

Many Little Points Are Enumerated 
That Will Lessen Cost of Animal 
Laoor on the Farm. 

(By A. H BENTON, Assistant A«rlrul- 
itirlst. University Farm, St. I'aul, 
Minn.) 

One of the most frequent sources of 
loss on the farm is insufficient return 
from work horses. 

Have you satisiled yourself on the 
following points? 

Do your horses earn enough to pay 
for their feed and care, and enough 
to meet the Interest, depreciation and 
other expenses, as harness costs and 
shoeing? 

It costs $100 annually to keep the 
average horse, in Minnesota, but this 
horse works only a little more than 
three hours each working day This 
makes the horse labor cost approxi- 
mately ten cents an hour. 

Do you handle the horse labor on 
your farm so that the annual cost of 
keeping your horse is less than the 
average, or so that the number of 
hours worked is greater? Both meth- 
ods w ill reduce the cost of the horse 
labor, but the latter offers by far the 
greatest opportunity 

Can you revise, your cropping sys- 
tem so that fewer work horses will bo 
needed, or so that the work will be 
more equally distributed and thus 
make it possible to employ them more 
hours each year? 

Can you raise colts and thus reduce 
the cost of keeping your horses? 

Can you arrange to use your work 
horses for outside work when not busy 
on the farm? 

Can you reduce the cost of keeping 
each horse by feeding less feed or 
cheaper feed and still give a propel 
ration?
